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ECONOMY IN HOT WATER 
SUPPLY. 


The London County Council are saving 
about £12 to £14 a house or flat, according 
to the type, by providing the hot water 
supply to the baths by means of an eight- 
gallon copper. For reasons of economy the 
hot water circulatory systems in both 
edttages and tenement dwellings have been 
abandoned. It is claimed that this is a very 
cheap method from the tenant’s point of 
view, as hot water for baths can be obtained 
in from fifteen to twenty minutes with al- 
most any kind of fuel—even house refuse. 


The hot water is conveyed from the copper 
to the bath by a simple a type arrange- 
ment of pipes. It is said that this system 
of hot water supply also saves expense in 
the subsequent upkeep.

RECONSTRUCTION OF DUBLIN 
ABATTOIR, . 


Cn 

For some years past the question of the 
reconstruction of the Corporation abattoir has 
been under consideration for the following 
reasons :— 

1. Owing to the fact that the structures are 
and have for some years past been in a very 
bad state of repair, the cost of maintenance 
is abnormally high, averaging over £1,000 per 
annum for a period of about seven years. 

2. As the machinery in the abattoir is 
obsolete, it is not able to cope properly with 
the demands made upon it. 

It has been the settled policy of the Cor- 
poration for some years past to refuse to 
grant new licences for private slaughterhouses 
or to renew licences on the deaths of the 
licencees. The natural corollary of this policy 
is the provision of adequate alternative 
slaughterhouse accommodation, and this is 
not provided in the present abattoir. The 
result is that butchers are being driven to 
slaughterhouses outside the city where it is 
not possible for the Corporation veterinary 
inspectors to exercise supervision. 

It will, therefore, be seen that from every 
point of view it is of the greatest importance 
that the abattoir should be reconstructed and 
brought up to date. As late as twelve months 
ago the question of cost was considered in 
consultation with Messrs. F. and J. McArdle, 
Consulting Engineers, Belfast, who specialise 
in this direction. It was then estimated that 
the cost of the necessary alterations to the 
existing buildings to enable up-to-date 
machinery to be installed would be £6,600, 
whilst the cost of installing up-to-date 
machinery in all parts of the abattoir would 
be £10,940, making the total cost £17,500 
approximately 
"Application is to be made to the Ministry 
for Local Government and Public Health to 
hold an inquiry into the question of raising 
a loan of approximately the above amount 
for the reconstruction of the abattoir build- 
ings and the _ installation of up-to-date 
machinery. 
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CONCRETE RAILWAY 
SLEEPERS. 


———— 


One of the leading railway groups is nego- 
tiating the purchase of concrete sleepers which 
will be laid on an experimental stretch of a 
main line out of London. If the experiment 
proves successful, and concrete sleepers are 
adopted generally, it will mean the ultimate 
replacement of a hundred milion wooden 
sleepers now in use on the ys tracks of 
Great Britain, The new sleeper consists of 
two blocks of concrete inner together by a 
tie rod of mild steel. Each block, which is 
din. long and Tin. thick, holds three plugs 
arranged to take the screws of the chair 
carrying the rail. In order to hold the. 
ballast, the underside of the blocks is slightly 
concave, and the edge is curved to suit the 
stroke of the ‘‘ beater’ (the hammer used by 
ths platelayer), and so facilitate packing. The 
chair rests on a layer of felt, and the in- 
ventcr claims that travel over such sleepers 
has proved to be less noisy than over any 
other kind of track.

As, how- 
ever, Dr. Held has: no responsibility for 
the foreign relations of the Reich, 
probably nothing more would have been 
heard of his speech if the present ruler 
of Italy had not happened to be Signor 
Benito Mussolini. 

The Fascist leader promptly replied to 
Dr. Held, taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity todeliver a fierce tirade against the 
whole German nation. Signor Mussolini 
gave Germany to understand that the new 
Italy would not tolerate dictation from 
anybody. He proceeded to announce that 
the Italian flag never would be hauled 
down in the Trentino, and hinted that, if 
Germany were not careful, it might 
advance even beyond the Brenner Pass. 
He scoffed at the poetic achievements .f 
poor Walther von der Vogelweide, and 
was extremely unkind in his references to 
the sartorial taste of the many German 
visitors to Rome, The “Duce’s” speech 
aroused perfervid enthusiasm in Italy, but 
was received by the German Press with 
the bitterest resentment. For at least 
twenty-four hours the situation looked ex- 
tremely ugly. Fortunately, however, Dr. 
Stresemann, the German Foreign Secretary, 
came to the rescue, and by his very careful 
speech in the Reichstag, on Tuesday, 
poured oil on the troubled waters.

The Taxpayet’s Burden. 

Where matters of finance and industrial 
development are concerned all British 
Governments of modern times have kept 
in close touch with the country’s expert 
opinion, Mr. Baldwin's Government never 
hesitates to seek advice from “the City” 
and from bodies “like the organised 
Chambers of Commerce and the Federa- 
tion of British Industries. The Free 
State Government practises no such contact 
with similar bodies in the Saorstat, and 
its financial policies seem to be shaped 
more or less independently of the views 
of the country’s leaders of industry and 
commerce, The effects of this isolation 
are manifest “already in many aspects cf 
public affairs, and they are aggravated by 
the lack of financial ability and ex- 
perience in the nation’s Parliament.

’Goverhment’s impatience of criticism is 


due to any notion of its own infallibility 
or to any distrust of public opinion. It 
is, perhaps, a not unnatural consequence 
of the-cireumstances which compelled 
Ministers, during many perilous “months, 
to rely almost wholly on their own courage 
and initiative. The situation which exists 
to-day, however, demands, and, indeed, 
ought to dictate, closer relations between 
the Government and those citizens who 
can help it to diagnose and to cure the 
country’s ills. When an adverse balance 
of trade is mounting rapidly, and vital 
exports show a steep decline, there is an 
urgent case for all heads in counsel, if 
there is rot soon to be a case for “all 
hands to the boats.” The main cause 
of the national depression, as President 
Cosgrave has admitted, is the present 
burden of taxation—a burden that is 
crippling trade and is reducing the farmer 
to despair. If Mr. Blythe’s coming Budget 
does not ordain large reductions of taxa- 
tion and expenditure, the Free States 
outlook will be not merely black, but 
dreadful. A quick and drastic remedy is 
needed ; and, if the Governr-ent is wise, 
it will accept the proposal which is urged 
upon it now by a body truly representa- 
tive of the country’s economic interests— 
the Free State’s Associated Chambers of 
At its meeting in Dublin 
yesterday the Chambers’ Executive 
Council, having called the Govern- 
ment’s attention to the alarming decline 
of exports, proposed three remedies 
for the evil of over-taxation. These are 
the appointment of a committee which 
will investigate all official expenditure, 
with a view to drastic economies; the 
lowering of income tax and abolition cf 
that most harassing impost, the corpora- 
tions profit tax, and the reduction of local 
burdens on the ratepayers. The whole 
country is behind these demands. Taxes 
must be reduced if trade and agriculture 
are to survive; and, in order that taxes 
may be reduced, departmental expenditure 
must be curtailed to the utmost limit. In 
that task no Minister is likely to succeed 
single-handed ; but, with the help of an 
expert and independent committee, backed 
by the mass of public opinion, Mr. 
Blythe could lift millions of pounds from 
the taxpayers’ shoulders. The Free State 
Government wil] rekindle the nation's 
hopes if it listens to the voice of trade.

Naval Armaments. 


The Indian Empire now is to have its 
own Navy, and England will be relieved 
of the custody of peace upon the waters of 
the Middle East. We all can remember 
the time when Britain’s naval forces could 
face the combined fleets of any three 
foreign nations, but now she has neither 
the means nor the need to maintain an 
overwhelming dominance upon the seas of 
the world. In 1914 the British Navy was 
equal in strength to the combined fleets 
of Germany, France and Russia; but to- 
day—as Mr. Archibald Hurd observes in 
the Daily Telegraph—England has fewer 
ships at sea than the United States. 
National economy has told proportionately 
more heavily on the Navy than on any 
other British Service. In America there 
are demands for a similar process of naval 
retrenchment,gand Britain's example is 
quoted as justification for reduction in the 
numbers of ships at sea. Until recently 
the United States had eighteen capital 
ships in commission, against Britain’s 
thirteen, and. three were detached for

“THE FORCING HOUSE ” 
THE LITTLE THEATRE. 


From Our Own Corresponpenrt. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Yet another play from the prolific pen of 
Mr. Israel Zangwill was produced last night 
at the Little Theatre. This was entitled 
‘““Ihe Forcing House”’—a _ tragi-comedy. 
From a welter of ideas and actions that surge 
through the plot certain facts are clear. 
There has been a revolution in Valdania, 
where the. young Queen has been supplanted 
by one Riffoni, en ex-journalist with 
Socialistic tendencies. He is assisted by Pro- 
fessor Salaret, a clever Socialist writer, but 
withal a rogue, and by Count Cazotti, the 
lat» Queen’s Prime Minister. We are con- 
vinced of Riffoni’s sincerity; for, when dis- 
illusionised of his Utopian dreams by the 
treachery of Salaret and the self-seeking of 
Cazotti, he shoots himself, 

Had we only to have grappled with these 
facts to have understood the development of 
“The Forcing House,” we might have en- 
joyed all of the four acts of the tragi-comedy, 

ut some perverse instinct made Mr. Zang- 
will entangle the action of his play in wholly 
unnecessary and bewildering coils of intrigue, 
and to overload his dialogue with a veritable 
plethora of ideas and illustrations, which 
obscured the dramatic situation and mini- 
mised what in many ways must be considered 
a very fine piece of dramatic-writing. 

A play so loaded with such swift and diffi- 
cult dialogue could not have been adequately 
acted by a cast less clever and experienced 
than is to be found at present at the Little 
Theatre. Te acting throughout was good, 
and at times brilliant. Mr. Harcourt 
Williams showed us the visionary and poetic 
Riffoni. Mr. Bealby afforded welcome 
humorous relief in his brilliant study of the 
pe Nós Cazotti; while Mr. Mannering 
cleverly acted the rogue, Salaret.

ROMAN CATHOLICS AND 
PROHIBITION.

CARDINAL O’CONNELL’S 
STATEMENT. 


The New York Correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian, in a message dated 
Tuesday, writes :— 

‘* Suddenly entering the American clerical 
controversy about prohibition which was pre- 
cipitated among the Episcopalian clergy last 
week by the Church Temperance Society, 
Cardinal O’Connell, of Boston, has aimed a 
heavy bombardment at the prohibitionists. 
He would stand, he said, on the London 
Tablet article, published on January 23 last, 
as the exact outline of the Catholic Church's 
position. This article applauds total ab- 
stinence when voluntary, but opposes a sump- 
tuary law to the same end, and denies ‘the 
hoary heresy of the Aquarians’ banishing 
wine even from the sacred altar. 

“Cardinal O'Connell said that he had fre- 
quently been asked his views on prohibition, 
but he had refrained from expressing them 
until the widespread confusion as to the 
Catholic attitude had recently been shown. 

“A development of the Episcopalian con- 
troversy is that the Rev. E. M. Pringham, 
who issued the Church Temperance Society’s 
attack on prohibition, has answered Bishop 
Manning’s sermon favouring prohibition with 
the statement that the Bishop had said the 
exact ‘opposite in private conversation 
recently.” 


YEAR’S BRAVEST ACT. 


STANHOPE MEDAL AWARDED 
TO GRIMSBY SEAMAN. 


The Stanhope gold medal of the Roval 
Humane Society for the bravest deed of the 
vear (1925) was awarded yesterday to Duncan 
L. Souter, a seaman, of Grimaby. 

At 1.30 p.m. on the 18th May, 1925, the 
steam trawler Honoria, belonging to the

Company, was engaged taking up her lnes 
and gear about ninety miles off the coast of 
Iceland. the weather being exceedingly rough, 
with half a gale blowing and heavy cross 
seas running. The trawler was steamin 

siowly, head to sea, when it was discovere 

that the mate, John M. Lee, had been washed 
overboard, and was seen well astern of the 
vessel. “Two lifebuoys were thrown towards 
him, but he failed to reach either of them, 
and in about twenty minutes he was seen to 
give up and lie face downwards in the water. 
A member of the crew, Duncan L. Souter, 
then threw off his heavy boots, and, plunging 
overboard, secured one of the lifebuovs, 
which he took to Lee, and with this sup- 
ported him until the vessel was got into a 
position from which it was possible to throw 
& line, by which both men were eventually 
got on board. Extreme risk was incurred. it 
being impossible to launch a boat.

IMPORTS STILL EXCEED THE 


EXPORTS. 

COPENHAGEN (By Mail). 
While the balance of trade for the whole of 
1925 is still against Denmark, there was a 
considerable improvement as compared with 
1924. The total imports in 1925 were valued 
at 2,074 million kroner, while the exports 
totalled 1,795 million, and the re-exports 152 
millions, there thus being an excess of im- 
ports over exports of 127 millions, as against 
210 millions in 1924 and 246 millions in 1925. 
The figures for December were :—Imports, 
153 millions; exports, 120 millions; and re- 
exports 12 millions, so that the import surplus 
was 21 million kroner, as compared with 27 
millions in November.—(Reuter.)

the next few months, it is desirable that 
it should be filled by a layman. 

Additions to the number of the General 
Medical Council cannot be made without 
an Act of Parliament, which was the 
course in 1921, when, under the Dentists 
Act, nine additional members were author.

Without an Act any lay members would

round her. 

“My chief object in coming here,” she 
said, “was to arrange for the production of

“Are you engaged to be married?” asked 
the reporter of the New York Times. 

“Yes, the Countess replied. “I am 
engaged to a young Englishman, Mr. Ralph 
Neal, and we expect to be married in March.” 

Continuing her narrative, which was fully 
reproduced on the front pages of all the morn- 
ing papers, the Countess declared that it was 


all night. 

“The only reason I can see for being de- 
tained,’’ she said, “ is because I am divorced. 
The immigration officer who examined me 
said, ‘ You have been divorced?’ and when I 
replied that I had, he said, ‘I guess you will 
have to go to Ellis Island.’ Why do they 
pick on me for this sort of reception, when 
there are thousands and thousands of divorced 
women in the United States? For twenty- 
five years I have wanted to come to this 
country, and when I arrive I am treated as a 
criminal.” 

It was intended to take the Countess to 
Ellis Island for a special board of enquiry 
early this morning, but owing to the snow 
blizzard sweeping across the harbour her 
transfer was postponed.

Owing to a “strike ” of buyers against 
the high prices charged by Danish re- 
tailers for ordinary commodities, the cost 
of living has fallen heavily. According 
to the price index, which is fixed twice 
yearly in Denmark, figures published 
yesterday show a fall from 219 to 194. The 
official explanation for this big drop is 
that it has been caused by the Danish 
housewife, who has refused to pay 
exorbitant “ profiteering ” prices. 

With lower prices it was now expected 
that unemployment will decrease.

THE HAGUE, Wednesday. 

Damage estimated at a million florins 
was caused to-day through a fire which 
entirely destroyed the central warehouses 
and offices of the Christian Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation at Vechel, in the Dutch Brabant. 

Enormous quantities of fertilisers, 
which had been stored in the warehouses 
owing to lack of facilities for distribution 
following the recent floods, were com- 
pletely destroyed. Several vessels dis- 
charging cargoes to the warehouses were 
also at times in danger from the 
tremendous flames, and were only re- 
moved from danger in the nick of time. 

A number of Dutchmen who attempted 
to assist in controlling the were 
severely burnt, and had to be taken to 
hospital. All the neighbouring towns 
sent their full fire brigades to cope with 
‘the outbreak, but the entire buildings 
were doomed.

EVIDENCE IN GLASGOW TEST 
CASE. 


The evidence concluded yesterday in the 
Glasgow whist drive test prosecution, and the 
magistrate reserved his decision until 
February 25th.

BLACKSMITH’S PLUCKY ACT. 


The main building, of the Epringfield Co- 
operative Agricultural Séciety, situate three 
miles from Enniskillen, was burnt to the 
ground on Tuesday night. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock flames were seen 
—s from the store over the egg store, and 
Mr. Thorpe, manager, and Mr. M‘Cullagh, 
creamery Manager, rushed up the stairs with 
patent fire extinguishers. They were beaten 
back. The flames quickly spread to the 
bacon-curing department, and it was soon 
realised that nothing would save the main 
building, as the water supply was very 
meagre. Within an hour the whole stores 
and shop were a mass of flames. 

A deed of great gallantry was performed by 
Robert Brown, the local blacksmith. The 
petrol tank, containing close on 500 gallons 
of petrol, was in a lean-to galvanised shed at 
the end of the burning buildings. Brown 
mounted the roof, and for about an hour 
poured water down the side of the iron build- 
ing, whith was at times red hot, while a 
hose played water on the roof and over Mr. 
Brown to protect him from the heat. His 
plucky act saved the petrol store, which, if it

BILL TO PREVENT APPEAL 
FROM SUPREME COURT. 


The Minister for Justice moved the suspen- 
sion of the Standing Orders in order that 
the final stages of the Land Bill, 1926, might 
be taken. The bill has been introduced 
by the Government in order to secure that 
the decree of the Supreme Court in the case 
of Lynbam v. Butler shall not be altered 
by the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, The case concerns the interpreta- 
tion of the Land Act of 1925. 

Captain Redmond said that, as it was the 
last occasion on which they would have an 
opportunity of referring to the bill—which 
was a retrospective measure and as such 
tended to insecurity and _  instability—he 
would like to point out that Mr. Lynham, 
under the provisions of Article 66 of the 
Constitution, had a right of petitioning the 
Privy Council for special leave to a 
He took advantage of that right, and was 
put to a considerable amount of trouble and 
expense. If they were going by that bili 
to take away the right which Mr. Lypham 
had every reason to believe was his, and 
which he endeavoured to exercise, he thought 
it would be only fair that he should be re- 
imbursed to the extent of the expense he 
had been put to. 

‘The bill was a gesture to the Free State 
citizens that it was the intention of the 
Government that in future no appeals should 
be brought before the Privy Council. 
Secondly, it indicated the wish of the Free 
State that no such petitions should be enter- 
tained by the Privy Council. The first object - 
would be carried out just as well by making 
that bill an ordinary measure. Ib if were 
not made retrospéctive, it) certainly would 
secure the desired end way of being 
brought before the Privy Council itself. If 
the retrospective clause stood, it would never . 
come before the Privy Countil. his ié iar 

Major Bryan Cooper and Mr. T. Johnson 
also indicated that they would be glad to 
see the petitioner, Lynham, recompensed. - 


MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. O'Higgins, replying, admitted that 
retrospective legislation ought to be a rare 
thing, but said that it must occur when an 
issue sufficiently grave to call for it arose.. 
Had the retzospective “provision been deleted 
by the Dail, im would not have been in- 
clined to proceed further with the matter. 

Recalling the statement made bv the 
or Finance on second reading, 
that consideration would be given to any 
representation that there had been injustice 
to tre individual through the effect of the 
bill, Mr. O'Higgins said that such considera- 
tion could not be confined to one party in 
the litigation, but must extend to both. 

He went on to acknowledge the support 
given to the Gaqvernment by the Dail. It 
would have been easy to challenge the second 
reading and to have mustered a vote- on an 
amendment to delete the retrospective 
clauses. In so far as those things had been 
left undone, that was something that the 
Executive Council apprecia 

Proceeding, he said :—‘‘ In particular, 1 am 
glad that in this House, at any rate, the 
extraordinary plea has not been made against 
the bill that it represented an infringement 
on the rights of some undefined minority. 

“That plea cannot stand examination. It 
contains implications of an extremely offensive 
nature, either in relation to the Supreme 
Court here, or in relation to the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council; because, if 
it means anything it can st mean this— 
either that the Supreme Court here cannot be 
relied on to administer the law impartially 
and impersonally in any issue that arises, or 
that the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council can be relied on to do otherwise than 
that—can be relied on to lean in a particular 
case towards a party of a particular cóm- 
plexion. 

“That is an utterly hollow, unsound, and 
worthless allegation against this bill, and it 
has been left unsaid here. There is no ques- 
tion of minorities or majorities in the bill. I 
simply raised one issue—whether we desire 
that petty domestic issues, m no way reflect- 
ing the relations inter se of the constituent 
members of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations shall be determined, and _ finally 
determined, here by courts of our own State.” 

The bill was passed, and ordered for trans- 
mission to the Senate.

THE WORST BLOT. 

Mr. O’Connell moved to delete the clauses 
which provide that, if a child over ten years 
of age has been engaged on light agricultural 
work that should be accepted as á reasonable 
excuse for the absence of the child frem 
school for not more than ten days during the 
periods April Ist to May 15th, and August 
1st to October 16th. These clauses, he said, 
were the worst blot on the bill. 

Mr. Baxter said that conditions in. the 

Free State and industrial England were alto- 
gether different, In England young children 
went to work in the mill or factory, and 
not on their parents’ farms, In spring and 
during the harvest the value of the child on 
the farm could not over-estimated, for a 
child gave as g service as a full grown 
man. If the State were going to demand to 
the utmost, either in dry or wet weather, 
that the child must go to school every day, 
the people would protest, and the population 
would get their backs up against them. He 
was anxious that the bill should be put 
ti in a way that would make it a 
valuable measure for the purpose of attend- 
ance at school, but it also shonld be a reason- 
able measure. If they found,by experience 
that it was necessary, they could then tighten 
it up. 
Mr. Good said that he doubted if they 
would ever get a stronger feeling in the 
country with regard to the tightening up of 
education than they had to-day. at was 
practically the unanimous feeling of all 
sections in the country that a very much 
stronger educational measure was necessary 
than that which was in force at the present 
moment. During the last ten or fifteen years, 
in this and the adjoining country, the miids 
of parents had me very unsettled. That 
feeling had extended towards children attend- 
ing the schools, and if they wanted evidence 
of it they found it in the neglect of the 
technical schools of the country and -the 
patronage of cinema and dance halls. 


THE ONLY REMEDY. 


To his mind, the only remedy there was 
for the present condition of things was com 
puision, and he hoped that it would not only 
apply to elementary schools, but, in due 
course, to technical schools. People to-day 
would look upon the suggestion to liberate 
children over ten years from school during 
seed time and harvest time, to do light agri- 
cultural work, from a vy 4 different point 
of view to what they did years ago. 

In the City of Dublin parents kept elder 
children at home to mind the . younger 
children. As a consequence, when training 
classes were established under the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act for children between 
-16 and years of age, it was found, as 
regards girls, that 10 per vent. were illiterate.

THE TOURIST TRAFFIO. 

Dr. Stresemann protested against what I 
said about German ‘tourists. I declare 
again that we are, and remain. a hoe- 
pitable people, © but we do not 
tolerate dur guests assutiing a certain 
ariogant deméanour as if they were masters, 
and flinging their money in our faces as 
Italy possessed nó means of subsistence.

I hardly need to repeat that our-policy in 
the Upper Adige—a policy. that I have: called 
one of Roman equity—will be continued in 
these territories, which, with much audacity, 
it is desired to include in the circle of the 
German cultural community, whilst for us 
the Upper Adige is, and will always remain, 
in the Italian political, historical, geographi- 
cal. economic and moral enclosure. 

Dr. Stresemann has promised that Ger- 
many will modify her attitude towards the 
alien minorities within the borders of the 
Reich. I take note of it for the future, but 
to-day the truth is that the Germans do not 
tolerate schools of Polish tongue in the terri- 
tories where Polish minorities exist, nor 
where Danish minorities exist. 

The news is quite recent that various 
Danish associations of Schleswig have sent 
& memorandum to the Prussian Premier—a 
memorandum .a which they beg him to con- 
sider that the Danish inhabitants of Schles- 
wig have been waiting for six years to have 
eonceded to them a cultural freedom, eom- 

atable in the matter of schools to that en- 
loved by German minorities in Denmark. 

THE MOAT AND THE BEAM, 

Honourable Stresemamn. before going to 
look for the mote that is in the Italian eye, 
first cast out the beam that is in your own 
eye, that proves that if the Austro-Germans 
had won, everything that is Italian would 
have been brutally annihilated from the 
Brenner to the Garda. 

Honourable ‘Senators, the brief debate of 
these days has not brought two Ministers 
face to face with one another, but two points 
of view, a complex and delicate situation. 
Hence the interest and emotion aroused in 
the entire world. Now thatthe veil has 
fallen, the situation appears extraordinarily 


clear. 
THREE DECLARATIONS. 
Germany mean to aé@sume within and with- 
out the League of Nations the. spiritual 
Gtardianship of all the Germans in the world, 
r even of those, few in number, dwelling in the 
Upper Adige, who before the war did not 
belong to the Reich. That must be noted, 
and made the subject: of attentive mediation. 
But I declare not the les# explicitly : 
1,—That the alien inhabitants of the Upper 
Adige ‘are outside absolutely the num- 
ber of those minoriiies which were 
the object of special agreements in the 
Treaties of Peace. 

2.—That Italy will never accept any dis- 
cussion.on this matte?, in no assembly, 
in no)éoungil, and that consequently 
the vote of the Tyrolese Diet is quite 
useless. 

3.—That the Fascist Government will re- 

act, with the greatest energy, against 
any plan of such a nature, because it 
would deem “itself guilty of a real 
crime of treason, if, for the sake of a 
hundred thousand Germans who have 
come down upon Italian soil, any pre- 
judice should occur to the security and 
peace of the forty-two million Italians, 
who certainly form the most homo- 
geneous and compact national bloc 
existing in Europe. 

These are not threats that can be countered 
by ambiguous quibbles; they are affirmations 
of dignity and strength that can never be 
belied by facts as is the habit in the new 
Italy, which too many Germans, relying still 
on odd stories, make the grave mistake of 
not yet knowing. 

Honourable Senators, in your exquisite 
sense hyp gamhna 6 you feel that the dis- 
cussion of these days has touched fundamental 
_questious.. Fundamental and vital is not only 
the question of the intangibility of the 
Brenner, which Dr. Stresemann—many thanks 
to him—recognises juridically in pursuance 
af the Treaties of Peace, but everything else 
that is derived from that intangibility. You 
‘remember that, from 1886 to 1815, the nation 
suffered from the absurd old frontier of the

When the witness innocently observed that 
the members of the band had brought their 
kilts home with them, the Judge created 
further laughter by observing: '“ You could 
not very well gqghome without your kilts."’

The Judge gave a decree for £110, with 
£4 16s. 6d. expenses.

The showing of the actual cost of the roads 
must stand as it was until he had an oppor- 
tunity of bringing in an amending bill; but 
he could not do that before the ext rate 
was struck. 

He thought that Sir John Keane ought to 
feel flattered, inasmuch as the department 
had gone a long way to carry out the views 
that he had expressed. It gave the Senator 
practically everything that he desired. In 
the form that had been adopted it was neces- 
sary to show the amount expended on every 
particular road—cost of material, machinery 
and labour. 

DIFFERENT CIRCUMSTANCES. 

The Public Bodies Order was devised to 
meet a totally different set of circumstances 
from those of the present. It would be 
impossible to administer the present Local 
Government Act without the Local Public 
Bodies Order. The existing Order was work- 
ing very well in the country although, he 
admitted, that it was not quite a perfect 
one. That was a matter with regard to 
which, if they were to arrive at any material 
solution, they must go into considerable 
detail; and if the Senator were to bring 
forward a pamphlet showing his solution of 
the matter the department would give it care- 
ful consideration, but for the present the 
Order was the best that they could devise, 
and it was fulfilling its purpose extremely 
well. 

MOTOR TRAFFIC. 

Mr. Molloy said that one would think that 
there was no such thing as road-making at 
all in the country. The present method of 
taxing the country people. for the maintenance 
of the roads was not right. The ordinary 
person who drove his horse and cart over the 
country road thought that the road was good 
enough for him, and-he wanted to know why 
he should be taxed 3d. or 4d. in the £ in 
order to keep the road in condition for heavy 
motor traffic. : 


THE ONLY WAY. 

Sir John Keane said that he did not, expect 
that the Minister would :consent to the annul- 
ment of the Order; but he felt that his 
motion was the only means by which the 
Order, as a whole, could be criticised. Article 
3, in spite of the Minister’s explanation, still 
seemed anomalous. It was a dangerous 
power to place in the hands of a Minister 
that he should be at liberty to alter an 
Order after it had been passed by the 
Oireachtas. What the ratepayer. wanted to 
know was the ingredients of the tota] rate 
demanded from him. 

The Minister admitted that the Order 
required amending. With regard to the roads, 
the form, as drawn, and the instruction in it 
would not, in any event, give even an approxt- 
mate estimate of the expenditure on roads. 
There would be an amount shown, but it 
would not be the true amount. The County 
Surveyor would have to Keep separate 
accounts, but if that were embodied in the 
Order it would save duplication of work. 

He was not committed to the Old Public 
Bodies Order, but he was in favour of making 
an experiment as to the new system in one 
county, and if it worked it could be deve- 
loped and extended. 


CASE OF DEFICITS. 

There was one important respect in which 
control by the central authority failed. Taat 
was that local bodies were allowed to under- 
estimate the amounts required to meet expen- 
diture for the year, while they over-estimated 
the grants-in-aid, as they had beer: doing for 
the past few years. In that way the County 
Councils and local Councils had landed their 
successors in large deficits. In one county 
the increased rate that was necessary to meet 
the deficiency was 4s. in the £. 

There ought to be a means of ensuring that 
the local authorities should provide within 
the eurrent year for all the charges that were 
likely to arise in that year, and not to allow 
them to pile up deficits which created serious 
difficulties with their treasurers (the banks) 
throughout the country.

Ramelton, Donegal, February 8th, 1926, 


CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Your article to-day on ‘‘ Cruelty to 
Animals’ comes at a most opportune time 
and deserves the warmest thanks of every 
animal-lover. As you point out, the sen- 
tences inflicted by the District Justices :n 
many cases of cruelty would appear to be 
quite inadequate. In a recent case a farmer 
was convicted of roasting a ferret alive; the 
District Justice described the offence as a 
diabolical act, but the fine of £3 which he 
imposed would seem a small penalty for such. 
Many people are unaware that the penalty 
for such an offence may be a fine not exceed- 
ing £25, and in addition, or alternatively, 
to be imprisoned, with or without hard 
labour, for a period not exceeding three 
months. | 
If persons interested in the welfare of 
animals would purchase a copy of the Pro- 
tection of Animals Act, 1911 (price 2d.), and 
familiarise themselves with the provisions of 
that Act, they could render much assistance 
both to this Society and to the Civic Guard 
by reporting promptly any cases of cruelty to 
animals which they may witness. May I 
join with you, on behalf of my Society, in 
publicly thanking and congratulating the 
Civic Guard on the very creditable result of 
their exertions to prevent cruelty to animals

APPEAL FOR WORKERS AND 
DOCTORS. 


Appeals for more workers and doctors were 
made at the annual meeting of the Women’s 
Auxiliary of the Dublin University Mission 
to .Chota Nagpur, held yesterday in. the 
Graduates’ Memorial Building, Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin. The Bishop of Limerick pre- 
sided. 

The Right Rev. Dr. White deplored the tend- 
ency to emphasise the hardships of missionary 
work. It was, he said, full of splendid oppor- 
tunities to serve, both God and man. 1) ey 
should not demand from missionary workers 
the ecstatic devet'un which was due more to 
hysteria than conviction. Young people 
should be encouraged to come forward for 
the work, and the more they came in contact 
with the mission field the deeper their feeling 
for it would become. For women it was the 
most interesting work possible. 

Miss Ferguson, speaking of educational 
work in India, said that its results did not 
always appear clear to the casual observer. 
The results of medical work, on the other 
hand, were definite and constant. But these 
two branches of the Mission supplement each 
other. Medical work opened the way; the 
instruction received in hospital often awoke 
a cesire for more. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 


The educational workers helped - the 
hospitals by carrying the kindness and friend- 


ship that the patients received into their own 
homes. The aim of Christian education in 
India was to create a new social attitude 
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towards women, to give them a sense of their 
own value, and awake in them a desire to 
serve others. 

In the Sunday schools in India, Miss Fer. 
guson said that the appreciation and under- 
standing of the Scriptures shown by the 
children often compared favourably with that 
of Christian children in this country. <A very 
serious matter for the Mission at present was 
the lack of workers. The work was growing 
far beyond the powers of fhe present staff. 

Miss Graham, who is home on leave from 
medical work for the Mission in St. Columba’s 
Hospital, gave an ‘account of her work there 
in training Indian girls as nurses. They came 
to the hospital from the schools at 16 or 17 
years of age, and regarded the training as a 
higher branch of their education. 

The greatest difficulties in the way of the 
work of the hospital were the barrier of 
ignorance and the anti-English feeling. Thete 
were many plans for the future which had 
no immediate hope of fulfilments without 
additional members of staff. The present 
doctor had from”60 to 70 patients to see to; 
there were 120 bovs and 70 girls in the 
hostels, and the weekly dispensaries had to 
be attended to, as well as outside demands. 
The hardest part of all was when the doctor 
had to dea] single-handed with a serious case, 
and there was no one to consult with and 
share the responsibility. More workers in all 
departments of the Mission were needed, but, 
above all, doctors were appealed for.

THE TOTALISATOB. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—As the Turf Club are considering the 
above, my experience of it in South Africa 
may be of interest. Run by a private syndi- 
cate, it worked very well in competition with 
bookmakers. Some years ago the Jatter pro- 
ceeded to test its legality, and, after lengthy 
arguments by eminent counsel, the Chief 
Justice (the late Lord de Villiers) decided in 
favour of the machine. . Counsel for the plain- 
tifis contended that the totalisator was illegal 
in England, citing the case of Rex ». Dunn; 
but the Chief Justice expressed the opinion 
that, if the defendant had gone to a higher 
court, the magistrate’s conviction in this case 
would probably have been quashed. With a 
mass of evidence and figures in front of him, 
and as he had a thorough knowledge of the 
financial side of racing, he had no hesitation 
in saying that all concerned had a better 
chance with the totalisator than with the 
bookmakers. 

Those who are opposed to the totahsator 
rely principally upon the fact that it cannot 
lose, and assert that bookmakers work upon 
a smaller percentage basis. Upon the latter 
point I am totally ignorant, but what must 
strike a good many pedple is that, in close 
wagering between three or four horses, when 
an outsider crops up he is included among 
the 10 to 1 or 100 to 8 other division. If 
there is admittedly no support for these out- 
siders, why should one stop at 100 to 8 
against? In such a case the totalisator would 
be liable to return some hundreds to one. 
Again, place-betting is interesting and is of 
assistance t& thé’ small owner in keeping down 
his expenses. Mr. D. H. Coghlan very 
rightly points to the danger of chasing losses 
on credit with--bookmakers, but a certain 
amount of credit on the totalisator was 
allowed to owners, etc., in South Africa, and 
this proved a great convenience. Plunging, 
of course, on the totalisator would be sheer 
ae Bh 

it is ultimately decided to work upon 
the South African lines, the Irish public ‘will 
probably appreciate the arrangement, as, with 
somewhat similar attendances, they will be 
able to approximate the totalisator price as 
against what prevails in the Ring.—Yours 
etc., .

The Tramway 
Company's defence was that this piece of 
metal did not come from their line or off 
the tramway. There was a suggestion in the 
evidence that there was a bomb explosion on 
the street, bui there was no very substantial 
evidence of that: it was rather a matter of 
opinion. There was evidence that the Tram- 
way Taig on 4 was repairing the line in the 
vicinity, before. and after the accident, 
and his case was that this was a piece vf 
metal that came either from the tramline, or 
from the tram itsell. 

Mr. Konugh handed in a piece of metal 
which, it was stated, had been taken from the 
girl’s arm, and, commenting on its shape, 
said that, perhaps, their Lordships had heard 
of the case in London where a straight piece 
of metal had been driven into a man's body 
and was found to be so twisted that a 
mechanic had to take it out, while the doctor 
gave «lirections, lest it should touch a vital 


part. 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked Mr. Kough had 
he ever heard of the case where a crowbar 
was driven through a man’s brain, and after- 
wards, when taken out, the crowbar was 
found to be all right and the man recovered. 

Mr. Kough submitted that. the more pro- 
hable inference was that the piece of metal 
came off the tramway. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, without calling on 
Mr. Mooney, who (instructed by Messrs. G. 
Byrne and Co.) appeared for the respondents, 
said that the learned Circuit Judge dismissed 
the action because held that there was no 
evidence of negligence, and if he had held 
utherwise that Court would have allowed «n 
appeal, because there was no evidence of negli- 

ence. Mr. Kough had said everything that 
E eouid have said. 

Mr. Justice Johnston concurred. 

The appeal accordingly was dismissed.

The te action of Farrell v. Farrell 
was i for hearing. It was an action 
brought by Richard Farrell, retired railway 
servant, of 23 Cobu place, Dublin, to 
establish the will of his brother. 
ames Farrell, farmer, of Summerhill, Drum- 
conrath, Co, Meath, dated Sth August, 1908. 
The testator, who died on the 25th December, 
1923, left a farm containing about 80 acres, 
with stock, furniture, etc., and £400 in bank 
on deposit receipt. By his will he bequeathed 
£150 to his widow, Mrs. Rose Farrell, the 
defendant, and the land and all the rest of 
his perty to his sister, Julia Farrell, who 
lived with him and died a spinster intestate 
on the 22nd August last, without proving her 
brother’s will, she being his sole executrix 
and residuary legatee. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. G. Gavan 
Duffy (instructed by Messrs. Crowley, Bolger 
and Cusack) appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. K. 
Dockrell, K.C., and Mr. C. Lavery. (instructed 
by Mr. P. A. Mooney) for the defendant ; 
and Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. 
Ambrose Steen) for some next-of-kin. 

When the jury was sworn, 

Mr. Maguire announced that the parties 
had arrived at a settlement, and formal 
evidence of the testamentary capacity of the 
testator and the proper execution of the will 
would be given.

FILM RETURNED DAMAGED 

Mr. Joseph Mitchell, local manager of the 
New Era Film Company, stated that the 
film “ Ypres’’ was rented to the Master- 
piece Cinema for two weeks at £225. ‘Lhe 
value of the film was £70. The price per 
foot was twopence, and there was about 
9,000 feet of film. Then there was cost of 
transit and duty. they had to pay two- 
thirds of a penny per foot duty, and this 
amounted to about £30. 

Answering Mr. Burke, solicitor (for the 
Corporation), the witness said that the film 
was brand new when it came to the Master- 
iece Cinema. When he saw it subsequently 
it was badly damaged, having been run 
through a bad machine. 

Mr. Burke—Surely you do not suggest that 
the people who took it looked at it? I do. 

Mr. Burke—But they would not allow 
people to contaminate their consciences by 
looking at it? I believe it was looked at 
several times. (Laughter.) 

The operator of the Cinema gave evidence 
of having stopped one of the robbers and 
taken a revolver from him, 

Judge Dromgoole—You behaved as a man, 
anyway. 

Mr. Cawley submitted that the act was a 
malicious one; that the damage was 
deliberate, and that the applicants were en- 
titled to compensation. 

Mr. Burke said that there was no og 
of malice. As a matter of fact, the film. 
not destroyed at all. 

Judge Dromgoole said that he was unable 
to come to the conclusion that there was 
any deliberate destruction of the film. ‘There 
was only the illegal action of taking it away. 
He dismissed the application. 

EXPLOSION CLAIMS. ; 

Mr. M. J. Moran was awarded £684 for 
damage to windows and stock at his premises, 
4-8 Talbot street, Dublin, caused by the 
bomb explosion at the Masterpiece Cinema. 

A claim for £413 was made by William H.

On a similar claim, Thomas Smalley and 
others, carrying on business as ‘James 
Winstanley,' were awarded £51 for damage 
to plate glass and goods at 100 Talbot street.

NO COMPENSATION ALLOWED. 


The Phenix Film Company, Dublin, claimed 
£15 compensation for the loss of the film,

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FUR DERMATITIS. 
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ALLEGED BREACH OF WARRANTY. 


(BEFORE JUDGE PiIGOT.) 

Rosana Brady, 41 Upper Rutland street, 
sued James Cluxton, draper, 13 Summerhill, 
for damages for breach of warranty in the 
sale of a fur-trimmed coat. 

Examinéd by Mr. F. H. Sherry, who (in- 
structed by Mr. James Fagan) appeared for 
the plaintiff, Mrs. Brady said that after wear- 
ing the coat she suffered from fur dermatitis, 
and was under medical treatment for several 
months. She had paid £3 to Mr. Cluxton for 
the coat. When she went back with the coat 
and a medical certificate Mr. Cluxton threw 
both at her and ordered her out of the shop. 

Mr. Cluxton was examined by Mr. Corbett, 
who (instructed by Mr. Gerald Byrne) ap- 
eared for the defendant, and denied the 
incident in the shop. e admitted having 
sold the coat to the plaintiff. He had sold a 
large number of these coats, and there was 
no other complaint. 

Mrs. Kavanagh, the wholesale agent, who 
sold the coat to the defendant, said that it 
was trimmed with dyed rabbit skin. No 
other complaints had been received from 
firms to whom she sold similar coats. 

The Judge, holding that there was no 
liability on the part of the defendant, as 
there was no warranty, dismissed the case. 


UNSOLD GOODS. 


ACTION FOR BALANCE DUE. 


M. J. Bowes and T. P. Burgess, trading 
as Burgess and Bowes, 52 Lower Ormond 
quay, Dublin, sued Joseph Gahan, 7 Mil-

THE LOWER BROSNA, 

One of the most difficult problems to be 
solved by the Shannon scheme is how to cope 
with the flooding of the Lower Brosna, 
which joins the Shannon at Meclick, about 
twelve miles north of Lough Derg. For the 
past six weeks this river, which has its origin 
m the Kinnetty Mountains, fifteen miles 
away from the Shannon, is in flood. Its 
upper course is known as the Cameor, and 
is carnies down from the mountains immense 
quantities of water past Birr, where it unites 
with the Brosna, and passes through the 
valley between Tipperary and Offaly. 

The river in normal times, as it flows 
through Derrinsallow, seven miles from its 
mouth, is in some places not more than 20 
feet wide, but during the past four weeks its 
width varied from a half mile to nearly one 
and a half miles from this point until it joins 
the Shannon. 

Between 5,900 to 4,000 acres of valuable 
meadow and grazing land are affected by the 
flooding of this river alone, and will remain 
so for the next two or three weeks, even if 
ro rain should fall for that period. 

The flood cannot be drained off until the 
Shannon level drops from four to five feet at 
Meelick. 

People who live on the Tipperary side have 
been .battling with these floods since last, De- 
cember, and their tillage lands are saturated 
with the surface water,

SETTLEMENT ANNOUNCED IN 
COURT. 

In the Chancery Division of the High Court, 
Belfast, yesterday, before Mr. Justice Wilson, 
a settlement was arrived at in an action 
brought ‘by Richard Annesley Barbour, ,75 
Balfour avenue, Belfast, and Isaac Megaw, 26 
Lonsdale street, Belfast, linen merchants, 
and executors of the will of Sara Park, against 
Harriett Ann Rutherford, Woodlawn, Knock, 
Belfast; Alice Burriss, Mou ‘in View, 
Cloughjordan, Tipperary; Caroline Kate 
Barbour, Ballyholme road, Bangor, and 
Caroline Park and Margaret Park, Barnes- 
town Gardens, London, defendants. 

In announcing the settlement, Mr. Pringle, 
K.C., for the plaintiffs, said that the question 
in dispute arose in the course of the ad- 
ministration of the will of Mrs. Sara Park, 
and was really confined to two issues. The 
first dealt with the sum of £2,000. Mrs. 
Park, by her will, after making specific 
bequests, left the residue of her estate to 
be divided into four parts. One of these was 
to be £2,000 larger ian the other three, and 
the larger share was to go to the first 
defendant, Mrs. Harriett Ann Rutherford. It 
turned out that during the deceased's lifetime 
she had actually made payments to each one 
cf the defendants, and Mrs. Rutherford had 
received £2,000 more than all the others. 
The question, therefore, was whether Mrs. 
Rutherford was entitled, after getting the 
£2,000 more than the others, to also get the 
£2,000 mentioned as extra over the shares in 
the will. They had come to an agreement 
whereby Mrs. Rutherford agreed that she was 
not to get that £2,000 and to share only 
equally with the rest. ‘lhe residue was now 
to be divided into four equal shares, and she 
was to get one. 

The only other question was that raised 
by a claim of Mrs. Rutherford. It appeared 
that the deceased was entitled to one-fourth 
share of certain property in King's County, 
and by her will she left that property and 
the proceeds thereof, if sold, to Mrs. Ruther- 
ford. Deceased made her will on the 19th 
July, 1919, and in the following October she 
received £475, being the proceeds of part of 
the King’s County property. She paid that 
into her bank account, and the question at 
issue was whether, in the circumstances, that 
legacy failed by reason of the deceased's 
having appropriated that £475 to other uses 
before her death. It was now agreed that 
Mrs. Rutherford was to be paid £475 out cf 
ihe estate of the deceased. 

In the defence of Mrs. Rutherford certain 
allegations were made against Richard 
Annesley Barbour, and she now absolutely 
withdrew these. They had also agreed: that 
the costs of the parties, as getween solicitor 
and clent, should be paid out of the estate, 
and a consent had been signed by all the 
parties, excopt Margaret Park, whose solicitor 
signed for ier. i 

‘On the suggestion of his Lordship, Margaret 
Park’s counsel signed the consent and it was 
made a rule cf court.
